The opponents of tho tax bill fought it at 


every lino in the House today, but without 
result.

aeetion of tho bill, which repeals the ton per 
cent, reduction, was reached late in tho ses- 
sion, and a lively debate sprang up, but it 
had not progressed far enough before ad- 
journment to afford a fair basis of judging 
of tho sentiment of tho House on this point. 


Extra. Session Speculations. 


Tho probability of an extra session of 


Congress is greatly lessoned by tho action of 
the Senate in refusing lo sit it out on tho 
Pinehback caso, and if the House passes tho 
tax bill there is not likely to be any urgent 
occasion for calling tho new.'aiatesmeu to 
early duty.
